There are people who think that the 
possession of a little money gives them superior right to lire and it 
Is these that are making life a burden to the coal dealers. They are 
used to being waited on and expect the same attention now that they 
received under norinul conditions. They seem to think of nobody hut 
themselves and make no effort to bear their share of the critical sit- 
uation. It is for the protection of all from the rapacity and selfish- 
ness of these persons that the fuel administration rules exist and are 
enforced. If the rules were not enforced there would be no coal for 
the poorer classes. 


The rules are being enforced and will be enforced. The way to 


meet the emergency is for those who can possibly do so lo go and get 
the coal. There are plenty of persons who own truck!) or horsen 
who can deliver their own coal. Even a hand sled can be used by 
those near the coal yards. The poorer people are doing this, because 
they have not forgottenjhow to help themselves. Let the more for- 
tunate ones follow the example of the poor, us>e their own wits and 
display a little more of the old American spirit of self reliance, and 
there will be coal delivered to all. 


The man who has the means for helping himself and does not
